The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
the  Subscribers,  Donors  and  Friends  of  these  Institutions,  the 
Eighty-Second  Annual  Report,  being  that  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1945. 

The  accompanying  tables  give  some  indication  of  the  work 
for  which  the  Board  are  responsible. 

The  year  marked  the  victorious  conclusion  of  the  war  in 
Europe,  closely  followed  by  the  sudden  collapse  of  Japan. 

Peace  will  bring  its  problems  and  responsibilities  but  it  is 
the  resolve  of  the  Board  to  ensure  to  the  future  the  services 
the  Institutions  have  rendered  in  the  past. 

The  Out-Patients’  Department  continues  its  important 
part  in  the  diagnosis  of  chest  diseases,  although  the  number  of 
patients  attending  and  receiving  treatment  has  shown  a  slight 
decrease  during  the  year.  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  are 
working  under  difficulties  caused  by  war  damage  to  the  building, 
which  deprives  them  of  beds  previously  available  for  the 
accommodation  of  those  patients  who  on  their  first  visit  to 
the  clinic  were  found  to  be  too  ill  to  be  sent  home  and  who 
would  be  regarded  as  emergencies.  They  might  be  kept  in  the 
Hospital  for  a  few  days,  or  at  the  most  a  week  or  two,  until 
other  arrangements  could  be  made  for  them  :  in  order  to  meet 
this  need  negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  for  the  release  of  that  part  of  the  Hospital  premises 
now  occupied  by  the  Central  Tuberculosis  Office  and  the 
Welfare  and  Mass  Radiography  Department.

The  Board  have  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  M.  Beresford- Jones,  who  during  her  term  on  the  Board 
rendered  useful  service,  particularly  to  the  Sanatorium. 

The  serious  illness  towards  the  close  of  the  year  of  Mr.  R.  S. 
Harker,  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  not  only  deprived  the  Board 
of  his  valuable  services  but  gave  them  grave  personal  anxiety. 

Mrs.  N.  G.  Demetriadi,  who  performed  valuable  work  during 
the  war  as  County  Superintendent  of  the  Cheshire  Branch  of 
the  British  Red  Cross,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  join  the 
vSanatorium  Ladies’  Committee. 

Dr.  I.  Ansell,  who  temporarily  filled  the  post  of  Honorary 
Assistant  Physician  to  the  Hospital,  was  called  up  for  military 
service  ;  Dr.  V.  K.  Summers,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
has  been  appointed  as  Deputy. 

The  death  of  Dr.  John  Graham,  who  served  the  Hospital  as 
Medical  Stipendiary  since  October,  1941,  is  recorded  with 
profound  regret.  The  vacancy  thus  created  has  been  filled 
temporarily  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  F.  Earlam,  M.D., 
M.R.C.S.,  M.R.C.P.,  recently  returned  from  H.M.  Forces. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  extension  of  the 
Nurses’  Home,  a  further  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  a  license  to  proceed  with  this  work. 
Meanwhile  as  a  temporary  measure,  some  of  the  night  nurses 
are  utilising  one  of  the  cottages  for  sleeping  accommodation. 

During  the  war  much  needed  alterations  and  improvements 
were  held  up  but  it  has  now  been  possible  to  contract  for  the 
installation  of  kitchen  equipment  and  labour  saving  devices 
required  to  modernise  the  kitchen,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be 
completed  at  an  early  date. 

The  Board  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  having  a 
happy  and  contented  staff,  and  everything  is  and  will  be  done 
to  provide  amenities  with  this  object  in  view. 

The  subsequent  death  of  Mr.  Harker  on  the  20th  February, 
1946,  was  greatly  deplored  by  the  Board  of  Management.  He 
had  been  Honorary  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  since  April,  1929, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  pay  too  great  a  tribute  to  his  services  to 
the  Hospital  over  so  many  years.

In  order  to  assist  Sanatoria  in  the  recruitment  of  nurses, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  proposed  a  scheme  for  the  affiliation 
with  the  General  Teaching  Hospitals  whereby  nurses  will  be 
enabled  to  receive  a  period  of  training  at  Sanatoria.  One  of 
the  conditions  of  affiliation  is  that  the  Sanatorium  should  be 
registered  with  the  General  Nursing  Council.  Following  an 
inspection  by  their  representative,  a  report  was  submitted  to 
the  Board,  stating  the  terms  on  which  they  would  be  prepared 
to  accept  registration,  but  no  definite  decision  has  yet  been 
reached. 

The  Board  agreed  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the 
British  Hospitals  Association  Area  Committee  with  regard  to 
Hospital  treatment  of  nurses  in  their  employ,  whether  such 
treatment  was  given  at  Hospitals  under  their  control  or  at 
any  other  Hospital. 

In  view  of  the  shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff,  the 
Board  have  reluctantly  been  compelled  to  close  the  bungalow 
and  pavilion  block.  This  is  further  proof,  if  any  is  needed,  in 
support  of  the  urgency  of  the  Board’s  application  for  permission 
to  extend  the  Nurses’  Home. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Danaher  has  resigned  and  Dr.  M.  B.  Paul,  M.A., 
M.B.,  B.Ch.  (Cantab.),  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Resident  Medical  Officer. 

Certain  fields  not  required  for  immediate  use  by  the  Sana¬ 
torium  have  been  temporarily  leased  to  a  neighbouring  farmer 
for  grazing  purposes. 

During  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health  published  its  Report 
on  the  survey  of  the  Hospital  services  of  the  North  Western 
Area  ;  the  Sanatorium  being  one  of  the  Institutions  inspected. 
The  Report  recognised  “  Desiderata”  in  the  Hospital  system 
of  Liverpool  generally,  already  well  known  to  members  of 
Hospital  Boards  of  Management,  but  no  practical  or  construc¬ 
tive  recommendations  which  would  assist  in  improving  the 
services  appeared  in  that  Report. 

Torpenhow,  as  usual,  had  a  successful  year,  the  high  average 
of  children  in  residence  during  the  previous  year  being  well 
maintained. 
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A  report  was  received  from  the  Medical  representative  of  the 
Ministry  of  Education  on  his  visit  to  the  School  expressing 
warm  appreciation  of  the  scope  and  results  of  the  work  carried 
on  there.  He  commented  on  the  lively  and  happy  atmosphere 
existing  in  the  School  and  of  the  excellent  relationship  and 

co-operation  between  the  nursing  and  teaching  staffs.  He 
congratulated  the  Matron  on  her  highly  successful  work 
remarking  that  “  she  has  won  the  confidence  and  affection  of 
the  children  who  are  obviously  happy.” 

The  suggestions  of  the  Ministry  regarding  the  obligations 
imposed  under  the  new  Education  Act  will  be  put  into  effect 
as  soon  as  conditions  permit.  Provision  has  been  made 
during  the  year  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Liverpool  and 
Cheshire  County  Education  Authorities  for  those  children  who 
are  eligible  to  take  the  entrance  examination  for  admission  to 
Secondary  Schools.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the 
MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT,  1945 


On  January  1st,  1945,  there  were  139  patients  in  residence, 
and  a  further  296  were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  the 
total  treated  435.  Of  these,  326  were  discharged,  leaving  109 
in  residence.  Of  the  discharged  patients,  181  were  males  and 
145  females. 

The  average  duration  of  residence  during  the  year  was  119 
days,  and  the  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  142, 
of  which  75  were  by  males  and  67  by  females. 

The  total  number  of  patient  days  was  52,035,  as  against  the 
maximum  of  59,065  in  1931,  males  accounting  for  27,405  and 
females  24,630,  males  show  an  increase  of  9,  and  there  was  an 
increase  of  602  in  females  on  the  previous  year. 

Bed  cases,  defined  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  requiring 
two  meals  in  bed  per  day,  averaged  68,  as  compared  with  69 
in  1944.
